WASHINGTON—The six years that have gone 
since Dwight D. Eisenhower was first inaugurated 


as President of the United States have seen him 

turn the full circle from liberal Republicanism to traditional Repub- 
licanism. Few administrations in history have seen such alterations 
in atmosphere as the atmosphere of this administration has changed 


from its springtime of 1953 to its 

In January of 1953 Eisenhower 
took office in a scene of “Cru- 
sade,”’ of high purpose, of stir- 
ring and almost youthful hope and 
enthusiasm. The rascally Demo- 
crats had at long last been thrown 
out—after ‘20 long years,”’ as the 
Republican slogan of. protest put 
il. 

The President's emphasis then 
was on doing things, on taking 
chances, on recapturing initiatives 
which he said had been lost by 
the Democrats in domestic and 
foreign policies alike. The tone 
was one of a rolling up of sleeves, 
of “making America over’'— 
though hardly in the sense that 
the Roosevelt brain-trusters had 
meant half a generation before. 

Now, in January of 1959, Fusen- 
hower’s emphasis is simply on 
holding the line, on saving money, 
on running a tight, safe, but en- 
tirely unimaginative ship of state. 
The man who was then the fresh, 
new hero of the new Republican- 
ism — “Eisenhower Republican- 
ism” it was called—is quite an- 
other kind of hero now. At last he 
fully represents the Old Republi- 
canism whose first, last and 
middie names are caution, caution 
and caution.

Rates Top Priority 


WASHINGTON—In an 


understandable = ef- 
fort to hold the line against spending, President 


Kisenhower is taking a stand at the opening of ! 

the new session which, it seems to me, weakens his position in Con- 
gress and in the country. What the President has done is to talk 
early and long and almost exclusively about a balanced budget and 
about the danger of the ‘‘wild spenders.”’ 


The effect of all this talk is 
for Eisenhower to link himself al- 
most inextricably with the idea 
that balancing the budget is the 
first priority, the No. 1 objective 
of the government. 

In the midst of the perilous Ber- 
lin crisis, the uncertainties in the 
Middle East, the uneasy truce 
over Quemoy and Matsu, in the 
face of 17 “limited wars’’ during 
the past 13 years, the majority in 
Congress, including many Republi- 
cans, is convinced: 

That mustering: the total re- 
sources needed to wage the peace 
is the first priority, the No. 1 ob- 
jective of the government. 

That balancing the budget can- 
not be put ahead of keeping the 
balance of power in_ scientitic 
weapons from slipping menacingly 
into the hands of the Soviets. 

That we are not dealing with 
a peacetime budget, but with a 
cold war budget and that while a 
balanced budget would be most 
welcome, it is not the first re- 
quirement of national survival. 

The consequences of the Presi- 
dent approaching Congress with 
the main banner in his . hand 
reading, ‘Balance the Budget,” 
will, | think, be these: 

1. It will make it harder for

2. It will divide the Republican 
Party, because at least half of 
the Republicans in the Senate 
want to put meeting the nation’s 
needs ahead of halancing the 
budget if both are not simultane- 
ously attainable. 

3. It leaves to the Democratic 
leaders in Congress a wide op- 
portunity for initiative in meeting 
t!e present and oncoming chal- 
lenges from the Kremlin in new 
weapons and in new explorations 
of outer space. 

It is, it seems to me, a mistake

the budget by calling. those who 
would spend more, rather than 
less, for the vital needs of the 
nation, radicals. Sen. Johnson is 
no radical. Sen. John S. Cooper of 
Kentucky is no radical. 

The Businessmen’s Committee 
for Economic Development warns 
that ‘“‘we must not hobble our- 
selves with the notion that there 
is some arbitrary limit’’ on what 
we can safely spend for defense.

Rep. M. M. (Muggsy) Smith 
provided a sneak preview of 
the bills he plans to drop into 
the legislative hopper on Thurs- 
day in a speech at the opening 
meeting of the third annual 
Governor's Legislative Forum 
for Women. 


Speaking to the sponsoring 
League of Women Voters and 
representatives from 11 other 
stateswide organizations Tues- 
day, Rep. Smith previewed for 
the women the school legislation 
he is proposing for this session 
of the General Assembly. 


His chief bit of legislation is 
a bill almost duplicating the 
Alabama placement law. 


“I've tried to study all of the 
states’ laws on schools. And 
it seems to me that the Ala- 
bama pupil placement law has 
received the most acclaim in 
the South and is most work- 
able. 


“The pupil placement law 
gives the local school board con- 
siderable latitude with 17 cri- 
teria to base placement on. 
And I believe ii COULD be 
passed here in the Legislature. 


“Passage of these laws,” 
Rep. Smith told the women con- 
cerning his proposed legislation, 
“would solve Georgia's public 
school problems and keep the 


schools open without integra- 
tion.”’ 
Other bills he is proposing 


would take certain present laws 
off the books. 


‘We have to repeal conflicting 
laws already on the books be- 
fore another law can be 
passed.”’ 


“T consider myself the luck- 
iest man in the Legislature,”’ 
he laughed. ‘At least I know 
what I'm going to do.”’ 


He also pointed. out that he 
had received much ‘‘behind the 
scenes’’ support of his school

The Food and Drug Administration is an 
agency, for instance, that I haven't thought 
ahout since the days when I used to cover 
the federal heat and occasionally saw hor- 
rendous photographs and other evidence 
assembled to prosecute some manufacturer 
who was turning out food under unsanitary 
conditions or using chancy ingredients. 


But the other day a friend who admires 
the FDA brought to my attention a fasci- 
nating story in a recent issue of the Emory 
University Quarterly by Dr. James Harvey 
Young, chairman of the Department of His- 
tory. Dr. Young has made patent medi- 
cines a major study and in “The ‘Elixir 
Sulfanilamide’ Disaster’ he relates a dra- 
matic story of how much Americans today 
owe to 107 people who died in 1937 from a

color.’’ Unfortunately, the chemist mixing 


it didn’t test it for safety and it was widely - 


distributed to drug stores and doctors’ of- 
fices over the land until the October day 
in 1937 when Morris Fishbein, editor of the 
Journal of the American Medical Assn., 
called in reporters and told them numbers 
of people were dying from the product and 
the public should be warned. 


FDA agents spun into action to track 
down every bottle of the elixir and retrieve 
all they could before new deaths were 
caused. 


“In Georgia,” wrote Dr. Young, “an ill 
and elderly inspector drove on a drizzly day 
from Atlanta to a mountain village. His 
mission was to retrieve one pint bottle of 
the ‘elixir’ which had gone to a small drug- 
store. The druggist was deaf, but finally 
the inspector got his shouted point across. 
The druggist handed him the bottle. Four 
ounces of the medicine were missing. The 
local doctor had written a prescription for 
it, the druggist said, and a woman had 
bought it, but who she was he did not know. 


“That night he returned and promptly 


spector’s loud voice In this new conversa- 
tion attracted an audience, and one of the 
listeners thought that the woman in ques- 
tion lived in the next valley eight miles 
across a mountain ridge. 


*‘When the inspecter got there the house 
was empty. Eventually he learned that 
the family had moved and somehow 
tracked them down. He found the woman 
hale and hearty. She had taken only one 
dose of the medicine.”’ 


Many people weren't so fortunate. One 
woman wrote President Roosevelt a poig- 
nant note which Dr. Young quotes: ‘‘To- 
night President Roosevelt, as you enjoy your 
little grandchildren of whom we read about, 
it is my plea that you will take steps to 
prevent such sales of drugs that will take 
little lives and leave such suffering behind, 
and such a bleak outlook on the future as I 
have tonight.”’ 


The Federal Government did take steps 
to strengthen existing laws and today the 
major drug producers ‘‘lavish something 
like 10 per cent of their gross income on 
research activities,’ Dr. Young said.
